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Furniture boss 
may face courts 


A MASSIVE furniture store, 
which is being run illegally, 
faces prosecution. 

East Cambridgeshire Dis¬ 
trict Council (ECDC) is to 
make a decision on The 
Home, in Littleport, in two 
weeks’ time. 

Stephen Layn, owner of the 
furniture outlet on the Saxon 
Business Park, has been selling 
furniture from the site without 
permission. 

Giles Hughes, head of planning 
and sustainable development at 
ECDC, is now saying that by not 
complying with council rules, Mr 
Layn is committing a criminal 
offence. 

As reported in the Weekly News, 
ECDC issued a stop and enforce¬ 
ment notices on the store last year 
after planning bosses said Mr Layn 
was breaching his planning consent. 

The firm was given permission to 
open in July 2009 as a manufacturer, 
wholesaler and distributor of 
furniture and home accessories and 
was an instant hit with locals. 

But ECDC says Mr Layn does not 
have permission to sell furniture 
from the site - something the store 
has been doing since it opened. 

Mr Layn had an appeal dismissed 
but was given until September 30 to 
comply with planning consent. 

A ‘Leave The Home Alone’ 
campaign launched to try to stop 
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the council from taking action 
attracted support from hundreds of 
people. 

However, with just a fortnight left 
for the firm to comply, Mr Layn says 
he will continue to use the store for 
retail purposes. 

He said: “We have made changes 
at The Home but no we haven’t got 
rid of the retail aspect of the 
business. 

“We’ve increased the commercial 
aspect of it and switched more to 
online sales but I don’t see why we 
should stop selling altogether. 

“We’re not harming anyone in any 
way and the business has gone from 
strength to strength. 

“How can the council shut a 
business down for doing well? 

“I’m confident things are going to 
be OK anyway.” 

But ECDC is warning Mr Layn not 
to be so confident. 

Mr Hughes said: “There is an 
enforcement notice in place which 
the owner of The Home furniture 
store should comply with. If he does 
not, he is committing a criminal 
offence. 

“The council then needs to decide 
if it wishes to proceed to pros¬ 
ecution and we would make that 
decision when the time limit in the 
enforcement notice has expired.”

A NEW bridge has been built over 
one of Cambridgeshire’s historic 
waterways. 

The Reach Lode bridge will 
improve access to the county’s 
fen landscape, linking up with the 
Burwell Fen cycleway, a new 
route for cyclists. 

The bridge and cycleway were 
officially opened at a “community 
picnic” and barbecue. 

Representatives of four local 
communities performed the 
opening ceremony by playing a 
giant game of Connects after 
which there were children’s 
activities, nature walks and the 
opportunity to have a go at stand- 
up paddle-boarding. 

The new bridge and cycleway, 
which runs for 1.25 miles (2 km) 
are part of the Lodes Way, a 
cross-country walking and 
cycling route being developed by 


the National Trust as part of the 
Wicken Fen Vision, a 100-year 
plan to create a giant nature 
reserve for the East of England. 

The Lodes Way runs from 
Bottisham past Anglesey Abbey 
to Wicken Fen, and has links to 
Ely and Cambridge. 

Natural England, the Govern¬ 
ment agency responsible for the 
natural environment, funded the 
bridge to the tune of £167,000. 
Cycling body Sustrans also gave 
money, as well as Cambridge¬ 
shire County Council and 
Cambridgeshire Horizons. 

Chris Soans, property 
operations manager for Wicken 
Fen, said: “The new bridge and 
cycleway will increase 
opportunities for local residents 
and visitors alike to explore the 
countryside for leisure and 
recreation.”

First students start 
at new skills centre 


A NEW skills centre worth 
almost half-a-million 
pounds has taken on its 
first learners. 

After months of hard work, 
the old gymnasium at the City 
of Ely Community College 
(ECC) has been transformed 
into a state-of-the-art learning 
centre with hair and beauty 
salons and an IT suite. 

Called the East Cambridge¬ 
shire Skills Centre, it also boasts 
production kitchens and an 
internet cafe. 

The £461,000 facility is being 
managed and staffed by Cam¬ 
bridge Regional College (CRC) 
and has been built to take 
pupils from four secondary 
schools, ECC and Witchford, 
Soham and Bottisham village 
colleges. 

Among many other oppor¬ 
tunities, Year 10 and 11 pupils 
will use the centre to study 
diploma courses in hair and 
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beauty, hospitality and IT, 
putting their skills into practise 
in the new bistro and salons. 

The project has been funded 
by £231,700 from Cambridge¬ 
shire County Council and a 
£100,000 grant from the East of 
England Development Agency, 
with CRC contributing £73,300, 
ECC £55,000 and Witchford 
Village College £1,000. 

CRC associate principal 
Laurence Wells, who is heading 
the development of the centre, 
said: “This is a great opportu¬ 
nity for CRC to bring vocational 
training to students who might 
not otherwise be able to travel 
into Cambridge for our courses. 

“The site has been totally 
transformed and is now 
superbly equipped with hair 
and beauty salons, industrial 
production kitchens, a bistro 


for the students to practise in 
and an IT suite with 20 stations. 

“Our staff will teach the dip¬ 
lomas in the centre for two days 
a week and we also plan to 
provide literacy courses, 
foundation learning, appren¬ 
ticeship programmes and 
training to help people get back 
into employment - the centre 
will be a real asset for East 
Cambridgeshire.” 

The first pupils in the centre 
were 24 Year 10 students drawn 
from partner schools in Ely, 
Witchford and Soham, who 
started a two-year hair and 
beauty diploma. 

Catherine Jenkinson-Dix, 
principal of ECC, said: “We are 
delighted to host the new East 
Cambridgeshire Skills Centre 
here on our site, and to be part 
of a forward-looking partner¬ 
ship which will enrich the lives 
of all students in East 
Cambridgeshire.” 


Wedding marked by flypast 


A COUPLE who tied the knot just 
moments before the first 
commemorative Battle of Britain 
flyover took place are celebrating 
65 years of marriage. 

Seconds after Joan and Ted 
Jiggins stepped foot out of church 
on September 15,1945, the 
Hurricane, Spitfire and Lancaster 
planes passed above their heads. 

But the couple, of Peacock Way, 
Littleport, did not realise what was 
happening until seeing it in the 
newspapers the following day. 

Mr Jiggins, 86, said: “They 
literally flew over our heads 
seconds after Joan and I stepped 
out of the church. 

“We looked above us and 
couldn’t believe it but then read 
what it was all about the following 


day in the papers. 

“It was the first commemorative 
flyover following the Battle of 
Britain, just like the ones they still 
have today.” 

The couple met in Felsted, Essex, 
where Ted lived with his parents and 
had just signed up to the Royal 
Navy. 

Joan, now 85, went there from 
Highbury, London, as an evacuee 
before the war on September 1, 
1939. 

Mr Jiggins said: “I was standing 
outside my gate just watching the 
world go by when Joan walked past 
me. We started talking and it all 
went from there really.” 

The couple spent six years 
courting. 

Ted served in Russia, Malta and 


other countries in the navy. 

They got married in East Finchley, 
London, where they lived for around 
seven years, before moving to 
Shropshire and then to Littleport 12 
years ago. 

They have one daughter, Valerie 
Hirst, and two grandsons aged 26 
and 23. 

After leaving the navy, Ted 
worked in the wine industry while 
Joan did office work in London until 
moving to Shropshire. 

According to the couple, working 
together and “a bit of give and take” 
are the secrets to a long-lasting 
marriage.

A COUNCIL committee 
which made decisions on 
schemes such as road 
safety improvements and 
pedestrian crossings in the 
Ely area has been scrap¬ 
ped. 

East Cambridgeshire District 
Council (ECDC) has axed its area 
joint traffic committee. 

Cllr Fred Brown, ECDC leader, 
says there are “better ways” for 
the decisions to be made. 

The committee was made up 
of members from both ECDC 
and Cambridgeshire County 
Council (CCC) and had an 
annual budget of £60,000. 

Members of the committee 
discussed issues in public and 
met to consider and approve 
schemes such as cycle paths, 
traffic calming measures and 
dropped kerbs to assist disabled 
residents. 

Cllr Brown believes the best 
way for local transport decisions 
to be made would be for the 
public to have their say via 
neighbourhood panel meetings 
- not by the committee. 

Cllr Brown said: “Although 
there are still details to be 
confirmed, our preferred route 
would be through our 
neighbourhood panel meetings. 
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“In the last three years, 
neighbourhood panels have 
proven to be an excellent way of 
engaging with the public, 
tackling their concerns and 
bringing necessary organisations 
together. 

"This is the best way to 
highlight problem areas, make 
sure that we spend money on 
priority areas and ensure that 
local people can have their say 
on their area.” 

Cllr Philip Eden, transport 
representative for the City of Ely 
Council, agreed with the move. 

He said: “I used to sit on the 
area joint traffic committee years 
ago and always believed it was a 
meeting too far. 

“I’m sure there are better ways 
for local transport decisions to be 
made than having people sitting 
round a table nodding their 
head. 

“I think as long as the issues 
are still discussed by council 
officers, the committee will not 
be missed at all.” 

Cllr Brown said ECDC and 
CCC were in discussions about 
making neighbourhood panels 
responsible.

Leisure village 
right solution 

Sir, I read with some bafflement your 
article outlining economic theory 
according to Cllr Ian Allen, leader of 
our local Liberal Democrats. (Leisure 
centre cash payout 'is madness’, 
Weekly News, September 9). 

He is apparently calling for the 
rebuilding of Ely’s Paradise Sports 
Centre and Swimming Pool on its 
present site instead of investing in a 
much larger, state-of-the-art facility 
just one mile from the Cathedral on 
Downham Road. 

The cash spent so far on this exciting 
new project, which Cllr Allan refers to 
as ‘madness’, comes from developers 
who have built houses in the district. 
In other words, pay-back money to 
the community, ring-fenced to 
finance early plans for a multi¬ 
purpose, sports and leisure village, far 
superior to anything we could pack 
into the Paradise Centre. 

The need for a long-term strategy to 
finance the replacement of our aged 
swimming pool and sports centre was 
recognised by the last administration 
in 2005 when experts estimated the 
pool to have a remaining life of no 
more than eight to 12 years. 
Furthermore, a replacement would 
require demolition of the whole 
building. Hence the multi-party 
agreement to purchase the 15 acres 
on Downham Road, to secure a large 
enough site for very necessary future 
sports facilities. Even then the land 
cost a tiny fraction of the true value of 
the much smaller Paradise site that it 
was to replace. 

Imagine the public furore we could 
look forward to if Cllr Allan’s 
misguided notion to rebuild on the 
existing Paradise site were progressed. 
Demolition and reconstruction would 
cost millions of pounds and take 
about two years to complete, during 
which time Ely would be without a 
swimming pool. We would also have 
to sacrifice part of Newnham Street 
car park for all of that time. 

And for what purpose? Just to end up 
with more of the same cramped 
facilities, squeezed on to increasingly 
scarce, high-value, city centre land 
that should be generating a far greater 
return for taxpayers. That really would 
be madness. 

Instead of this folly, the Conservative 
solution is a Leisure Village fit for the 
21st Century, easily accessed on foot 
or bicycle via an underpass, with 
plenty of car parking and city-wide 
bus link. Not only would this allow for 
a smooth transfer of service from old 
to new with no gaps in leisure 
provision, it would also give us the 
flexibility to build in modules as cash 
becomes available. Full details of all 
the proposals can be seen on the 
ECDC website under ‘Consultations’. 
For those unable to access this, I will 
happily send details.

Why are drivers 
treated differently? 

Sir, Mrs Julie Spence, who has 
recently retired as Chief Constable, 
described speeding as anti-social 
behaviour, and on TV said that at 
meetings, speeding was the 


behaviour most frequently 
complained about. Those of us 
who live in Ely know that drivers 
frequently exceed the speed limit, 
but we haven’t known how many or 
by how much. 

Now we do, because Cambridge¬ 
shire Police have put on their web 
site the results of speed surveys 
they have taken. In Ely, a speed 
survey was undertaken on Lynn 
Road between July 22 and 29 last 
year. 

The police are concerned with 
vehicles travelling at 36mph and 
above, and the survey shows that 
out of 23,643 northbound vehicles 
17,347 (73.37 pc) were above the 
police limit, and out of 19,390 
southbound vehicles 5,053 were 
over that limit. So a total of 22,400 
vehicles were detected being 
driven at 36mph and above, but I 


did not read of any action being 
taken against the drivers. As the 
legal speed limit is 30 mph, vehicles 
travelling between 31 mph and 35 
mph should be added, and on the 
first day alone 1,711 were clocked 
in this range. 

Earlier this year after an alleged act 
of aggression by a cyclist in 
Cambridge the police gave a list of 
actions by cyclists which would be 
shown zero tolerance, and one was 
riding on the pavement. On Lynn 
Road cyclists regularly ride on the 
pavement, presumably frightened 
off the road by the speeding 
vehicles. Why is such huge 
tolerance shown to the drivers who 
break the law, while the police say 
they will show zero tolerance to 
cyclists who do so?

New project leads on 
from success of K9 


A COMMUNITY project which 
sees dogs and young people bring¬ 
ing out the best in each other is 
going from strength to strength.

Mrs Kent, who owns seven rescue dogs, 
said: “Things are growing so much and we 
are starting to get more and more funding 
which is great. 

“We are a not-for-profit organisation 
and there isn’t really any project like this in 
the country 

“So many youngsters have benefited 
from the K9 Project and now the Families 
and Dog Project is helping struggling 
families to bring out the best in their dogs. 

“People are starting to realise that dogs 


are not just dogs and that they really can 
succeed with the help of man’s best 
friend.” 

The couple and youngsters from the K9 
Project are now taking some time out to 
support Nowzad Dogs - a charity which 
helps soldiers in Afghanistan by teaming 
them up with rescue dogs - similar to the 
work they do in East Cambridgeshire. 

The charity also helps dogs through 
neutering and rescue schemes. 

A sponsored walk will be held over the 
weekend of September 25 and 26 and the 
charity is hoping to raise at least £250. 

The following weekend there will be a 
charity tombola stall on Ely Market, where 
the youngsters will be trying to raise even 
more cash.

Judge rejects driver’s appeal 


A DRUGGED-up driver who led police on a 
chase through Cambridgeshire has failed to 
have his sentence cut. 

Adrian Maddocks was high on a cocktail of 
heroin, cocaine, ecstasy and cannabis as he 
drove through Cambridge and then along the 
A10 towards Ely, narrowly missing several 
motorists. 

He was seen hitting a traffic light, swerving 
at junctions and mounting central reservations 
before he was eventually brought to a halt by a 
police stinger in Stretham. 

It brought to an end a 13-mile drug-fuelled 
journey, during which he was trailed by police 
on the A10 for almost eight miles, 

Maddocks, 45, a recovering drug addict, 
claimed his drink had been spiked, leaving him 
with no memory of the offence. 

Maddocks, of Gray Road, Cambridge, was 


given a suspended prison sentence last month 
after pleading guilty to dangerous driving. 

But he was back at Cambridge Crown Court 
last week to appeal against his three-year 
driving ban, claiming the punishment was too 
harsh. 

His lawyer Sally Hobson said the ban was too 
long and would hinder his chances of finding a 
job. 

However, Recorder Adrian Williamson 
dismissed the appeal because no new evidence 
had been brought to court. 

He said: “He was driving with a substantial 
quantity of drugs in his bloodstream and 
driving in an extremely dangerous manner. 

“It is only by luck, not by judgement, that 
someone was not killed or seriously injured by 
this offence.”

Library users 
face fees rise

LIBRARY users across Cambridge¬ 
shire - regardless of their age - face 
a 10 per cent hike in charges for 
borrowing books. 

Over-60s who used to be able to borrow 
CDs, DVDs and talking books for free are 
also now going to be charged. 

Cambridgeshire County Council will be 
introducing the changes on October 1. 

Sir Peter Brown, the authority’s cabinet 
member for communities, insists the 
increases are “critical” in meeting more than 
£2million in savings over the next three 
years. 

As part of the changes, overdue charges 
will still be capped. 

Reserving an item that is in stock within 
the county will remain a free service but the 
charge for obtaining a book from outside the 
county will now cost £5. 

Concessions for people with particular 
needs will still be in place, but following the 
review of charges, people who are over-60 
will now have to pay for talking books or a 
language course on tape or CD. 

Free services remain to people who are 
unable to read a standard print book due to 
visual impairment, dyslexia or other 
condition on production of a doctor’s 
certificate or a letter from their social worker. 

People who use the Postal Tape Service or 
those who are housebound and use the 
Doorstep service will still enjoy free services.

people parking along our street 
as we understand how bad the 
parking situation is in Ely. 

“Motorists have parked in 
Deacons Lane and along New 
Barns Road for as long as I can 
remember but things are quite 
dangerous now. 

“Some people are parking their 
cars right on the corner of the 
junction, which they must be 
aware is on quite a tight bend. 

“It’s not safe and I am con¬ 


stantly seeing people struggling 
to cross the road there because 
cars are blocking their view of 
what is coming.” 

She added: “Motorists need to 
be more careful about where 
they are leaving their cars before 
someone is seriously hurt or God 
forbid, killed.”

Instead of simply making 
a donation, Graham 
Randall-Mills, 60, took it 
upon himself to find out 
what sleeping with no roof 
over your head is actually 
like. 

Armed with warm layers 
and blankets, he bedded 
down for the night in a 
doorway in Ely’s Market 
Street and begged as 
people passed by 

Earning just £13.60 in an 
evening, Mr Randall-Mills 
admitted it was one of the 
toughest things he has ever 
done. 

The businessman, who 
owns Ely Conservatory 
Centre and Q’s DIY, said: “I 
was soaking wet and 
freezing. 

“It was awful - probably 
the toughest thing I’ve 
done in my life. 

“Homelessness has 
always been a huge con¬ 
cern of mine.

“I’m a member of the 
congregation at St Ethel- 
dreda Church in Ely and 
the church has a special 
voucher scheme for 
homeless people in the city. 

“Instead of giving them 
money to spend on what¬ 
ever they like, the church 
gives those who are 
homeless vouchers to 
spend at Petrou Brothers 
Fish and Chip Shops. 


“Thanks to the scheme 
they can get a hearty meal 
for free. 

“I wanted to find out 
exactly what it was like to 
sleep on the streets and 
one night was enough. 

“We certainly all take our 
warm homes for granted 
that’s for sure.” 

The voucher scheme was 
launched a few years ago 
after Mark Petrou, owner of 
the award-winning chippie, 
and the church joined 
forces. 

It is funded by the St 
Vincent de Paul Society 
(SVP), towards which Mr 
Randall-Mills raised £100 - 
plus the £13.60 he was 
given by members of the 
public on the night. 

Mr Randall-Mills, who 
lives in Stretham, said: “I 
obviously looked like a 
homeless person else 
people wouldn’t have given 
me the money. 

“Schemes like our 
church’s voucher one are so 
important to not only 
homeless people, but 
vulnerable people, and I 
have seen just how vulner¬ 
able they are.”

Park may lose 
cash funding 


ELY’S Country Park 
project could lose 
out on £100,000 of 
Government fund¬ 
ing. 

The Weekly News can 
reveal that the funding 
has been suspended. 

As the coalition govern¬ 
ment’s spending review 
gets under way, millions 
of pounds of funding 
across the country are 
being put on hold. 

And Ely Country Park is 
one project that could 
lose out on the cash. 

However, East Cam¬ 
bridgeshire District Coun-

cil (ECDC) is adamant it 
will not affect the project 
in any way. 

An ECDC spokesman 
said: “Obviously, it is a 
shame that this £100,000 
has been suspended and 
we could well lose out on 
it. 

“However this will not 
affect the country park in 
any way. 

“We still have £150,000 
worth of housing growth 
fund money left and 
£400,000 worth of sect¬ 
ion-106 money remaining 


to spend on it. 

“We have also identi¬ 
fied other sources of 
funding, should we need 
it.” 

To date, the council has 
spent £190,000 on the 
project, which aims to 
create a massive country 
park in Ely to cater for 
residents in East Cam¬ 
bridgeshire. 

Other projects which 
could lose out on cash 
include a city community 
fund for Cambridge worth 
£157,000 and £200,000 for 
improvements to the 
notorious A1307 through 
Linton.

V V The Picture of 
Dorian Gray , aged 15, he 
knew, there and then, that he 
had found the inspiration for 
a play he would some day 
write. Fascinated by the 
honesty and vivid emotions 
of the story, it has stayed 
with him ever since. 

David moved from the US to 
Cambridge five years ago. Having 
dabbled in acting, opera singing 
(there are shades of Strauss’ Der 
Rosenkavalier throughout his first 
play), and even the furniture 
business, David began penning 
some ideas of his own and found 
the themes of Wilde’s play naturally 
working their way into his emerging 
script. 

“I felt I had to wait until I’d lived 
a little,” says David, now 45. “At 
first I didn’t know if I had anything 
I wanted to say, and that I didn’t 
have enough experience to say 
anything worthwhile. But Dorian 
Gray was always in the back of my 
mind. It was something that was in 
me, percolating for a long time. And 
it was truthful.” 

Bom in Brooklyn, New York, and 
raised as part of a very traditional 
family, David was also able to 
connect with Wilde’s story on a 
closer level. 


Local playwright David Geasor has taken the complexities of 
Wildean relationships and dropped them into a modern New York 
setting for this theatrical double-bill. Interview by JENNIFER SHELTON 


“Brooklyn is quite provincial 
actually, or it was then, and I was in 
a very conservative, Catholic 
neighbourhood. I remember when I 
was in high school, reading the first 
couple of chapters. It’s the scene 
where the painter, Basil, is talking 
to a friend and it comes out that he’s 
been painting a young man but he 
doesn’t want to exhibit it because 
he’s afraid that it shows his love for 
Dorian. 

“For me, as a gay 15-year-old, 
that was like, ‘Oh my God! ’. It was 
something I could really relate to. I 
was in love with a boy and I 
couldn’t tell him. So it really 
connected with me. 

“The whole gothic element about 
the picture and growing older didn’t 
interest me as much; I was more 
interested in the relationship and 
how it was going to play out. And 
when I came to writing, I thought, 
‘that's what I'm going to write 
about’.” 

The result was The Strangeness 
of Love , the story of a painter and 
his muse, whose relationship is 
challenged by jealousy, insecurity 
and temptation. Set in a New York 
apartment, it echoes the themes and 
moods of Wilde’s masterpiece, 
which David feels are still relevant 


despite today’s more accepting 
attitudes. 

“It’s about a middle-aged painter 
who falls in love with a guy in his 
late 20s. Now, in the modem day, I 
can explore that a lot more openly; 
but I’m trying to stay true to the 
emotions of Wilde’s character, 

Basil. 

“Even though my painter, Stuart, 
is a lot more accepting of his 
sexuality, he’s still secretive and 
almost over-protective. And that 
still affects the relationship. 

“You think that everyone’s 
adjusted to gay life now, but even if 
people are, you can still have your 
own personal idiosyncrasies that 
affect a relationship.” 

Though focusing on the 
relationship between two men, 
David has aimed to create a critique 
of a relationship that could be 
applied to anyone who has ever 
been jealous, fearful or in love. 

“I don't want the emphasis to be 
just on that aspect. I think it’s much 
more interesting if you treat it just 
as any truthful relationship. In fact, 
after the stage reading, it was 
mainly women who came up to me 
and said that they saw the 
relationship as applying to then- 
lives. I loved that comment. That’s 


really what the play’s about.” 

David has a whole team behind 
him who have helped bring his idea 
to life. Among them is Cambridge 
artist Nicholas James Juett, who has 
supplied some of the artwork for 
the play. 

A second one-act play will 
follow The Strangeness Of Love, 
which David wrote to complement 
the first play. Loosely based on The 
Importance of Being Earnest, A Bed 
For The Night is a light-hearted 
comedy set on the eve of the Gay 
Pride march in Manhattan, where 
characters become entangled in a 
plot of confused identities. This also 
has an operatic feel, after David 
found there were themes 
reminiscent of Mozart's The 
Marriage of Figaro. 

The pair of plays, collectively 
titled Wilde in New York, opens in 
Cambridge on Tuesday. After its run 
at the ADC, David hopes to take the 
play to Edinburgh - and maybe 
even further afield.

A NEW life in the country is a 
messy business in Stephen 
Frears’ rollicking comedy, 
based on Posy Simmonds’ 
much-loved graphic novel. 

Shot on location in Dorset 
during an unseasonably hot 
spell, Tamara Drewe 
chronicles a turbulent year in 
the life of a young woman 
struggling to come to terms 
with the death of her mother. 

The people she touches 
during the grieving process 
also undergo transform¬ 
ations, gaining the strength 
to make tough decisions 
about their personal 
relationships or pursue deep- 
rooted obsessions to their 
catastrophic conclusion. 

Screenwriter Moira Buffini 
draws inspiration from 
Simmonds’ illustrations to 
sketch finely-detailed 
characters complete with 
moral flaws, retaining the 
spirit of the book while 
playing to the strengths of 
the cinematic medium.

Tips for creating next 
year's riot of colour 


T here’s not much that 
Chris Blom doesn’t 
know about bulbs. 

As a director of Bloms Bulbs, 
the award-winning family-run firm 
which this year celebrates it 150th 
anniversary and its 60th gold 
medal at Chelsea, he has spent 
much of his life growing, 
developing and nurturing bulbs. 

You might think that after more 
than a century of development it 
would be easier to grow bulbs now 
than it was when the company first 
started, but that’s not so, he says. 

“I don’t think it’s easier, but the 
varieties you have now are stronger 
and the breeding’s better so you get 
better displays. But the 
fundamentals of gardening remain 
the same today. 

“If you look at something like 
tulips, ‘Alba Regalis’, a lily 
flowered tulip, used to be very 
weak, thin-stemmed and small- 
flowered. Now you have ‘White 
Triumphator’, which is immensely 
strong and big flowered. The 
development of it came about 
before the Second World War, 
when they discovered the viruses in 
tulips and they bred that out of 
them to get stronger plants. 

“One of the biggest changes 
we’ve seen over the years is the

increase in patio gardening. But if 
you are growing bulbs in 
containers, what people forget, 
especially around March when you 
can get some very dry weather, is 
that they do need watering.” 

While beds and borders dry 
from the top downwards, patio tubs 
dry from the sides inwards and top 
and bottom. “March is the time to 
water because that’s when the 
flower bud starts developing. 
Without enough moisture in the 
tubs, you won’t get a properly 
developed flower.” Another 
problem can occur when tubs 
freeze in winter, he notes. 

“Daffodils should always be 
seen as an investment. If you plant 
10 daffodils, the first year you’ll 
get 15 or 20 flowers. In the next 
year you’ll get 50 and above. The 
same goes for lilies.” 


The secret of a good display is to 
concentrate on five or six different 
types of bulbs, making sure you 
plant enough of each type to make 
a show. Dwarf bulbs should be 
planted in groups of 10, larger 
bulbs such as crown imperials and 
alliums in groups of three. Crown 
imperials should be planted at a 45 
degree angle to stop water settling 
in the bulb. 

Unlike many designers, Chris 
doesn’t necessarily agree with the 
idea of repeat planting the same 
bulb throughout a border. 

“I personally think the beauty of 
a spring-flowering bulb is to bring 
the eye to a part of the garden 
which would otherwise be quite 
dull. It just lifts the whole garden. I 
prefer different types rather than 
the same all the way along. 



“It’s more interesting to the eye 
and keeps the interest going as the 
seasons continue, from the winter¬ 
flowering crocus, to daffodils, 
tulips and then alliums.” 

Chris’s top five bulbs to plant in 
the autumn are: 

Tulipa ‘Sky High Scarlet’: These 
showy single late tulips, which 
flower in May, produce large 
elongated heads of brilliant scarlet 
red with a slightly darker bloom 
rising from the yellow base. 

Allium ‘Pink Jewel’: Lovely 
allium, which grows to 75 cm 
(30in) in height, producing large 
attractive heads packed with 
delightful lilac rose florets. Flowers 
in June. Plant in sun in the border 
and feed them with potash to 
encourage flowering in future. 

Narcissus ‘Tete aTete’: 
Delightful clusters of miniature 
trumpet daffodils daintily poised 
on each strong stem appear in 
March. Neat buttercup gold 
trumpets, clear yellow slender 
petals. Excellent for pot culture, 
superb naturaliser. Plant with the 
multi-flowered species tulip T. 
praestans ‘Fusilier’ for a stunning 
display. 

Hyacinth ‘Blue Jacket’: 

Produces a solid spike of large 
bluebell flowers silvering slightly

towards the edges of the long 
petals. It stands straight and doesn’t 
tend to fall over. The best way to 
stake a hyacinth is to push a thin 
wire stake down the stem and 
through the bulb when it’s in 
flower, says Chris. 

Anemone ‘Blue Mist’: Pretty 
flowers in slightly varying shades 
of blue, very effective on the 
rockery or used as an undergrowth.

BEST OF THE BUNCH - 
Eryngium (sea holly) 


This prickly herbaceous 
perennial comes into its own from 
mid-summer until early autumn, 
bearing branching stems of 
metallic steel blue flowers with 
narrow grey-blue bracts. The 
teasel-like flowers vary in size, 
colour and form. Some look like 
giant thimbles, others are pea¬ 
sized, but most are purple, blue or 
silver, can last up to three months 
and are brilliant in dried 
arrangements. Sea hollies need a 
sunny, well-drained site and are 
unlikely to withstand soggy soil.

‘ 60 ’ models ‘cheaper to insure’ 


WITH September’s new 
car registration well 
under way and ‘60’ plate 
cars sitting on forecourts 
waiting for new owners, 
motorists tempted to get 
behind the wheel 
shouldn’t be lulled into 
assuming a new model 
will always be more 
expensive to insure than 
an older one, says 
moneysupermarket.com.

For many though, 
the cost of insurance will 
often be one of the deciding 
factors before splashing their 
cash on a new car. 

“It’s a common belief a new 
car will be more expensive to 
insure than an older model,

but our research reveals there 
are some occasions where 
this is not the case, and also 
on the positive side where the 
premium for a new car does 
show as more expensive, the 
price differences are much 
smaller than many would 
expect. For firm favourites 
like the Ford Fiesta it is 
interesting to see it’s cheaper 
to insure a 2010 model than 
one five and even ten years 
older.”

also urges drivers who bought 
a 59 registration car from 
brand new last September, to 


review their insurance 
carefully, particularly those 


who received a year's free 
insurance at purchase. On 
average, motorists could 
stand to waste £233 a year by 
automatically renewing their 
car cover with their existing 
insurer. 

Steve Sweeney continued: 
“Receiving 12 months' free 
cover is a great perk when 
buying a new car, and we can 
all do with a little extra help 
with our finances at the 
moment, but one year on it is 
important to stay savvy.
